Freak “‘L” Crash 
| Delays 20,000; 
Cars Are Empty 


Twenty thousand residents of the west 
side were late to supper last night, two 
men narrowly escaped death, and hun- 
dreds of suburbanites did not reach home 
until nearly midnight as a result of a 
freak rear end collision between two 
elevated trains at the St. Louis avenue 
station of the Garfield park branch late 
yesterday afternoon. 

Fortunately no passengers were on 
either train. A Garfield park train head- 
ed east was standing at the station wait- 
ing for the crowds of emplayés from 
Sears, Roebuck & Co., when a Douglas 
park train running “ light ” crashed into 
it from behind. | 


Catastrophe Narrowly Averted., 

| Had the accident occurred two min- 
utes later the front train would have been 
filled to the aisles and Chicago probably 
would have recorded the most disastrous 
L wreck in its history. 

The rear train was going at such high 
speed that the second coach telescoped 
the first car, imprisoning Albert Ross, 
the motorman, In his cab for more than 
twenty minutes before he was extricated 
by firemen. Had the cars caught fire he 
probably would have been burned to 
death before help arrived. 

All power on the Garfield branch was 
shut off until after 7 o'clock, tying up 
twenty-five trains on the Aurora, Elgin 
and Chicago railroad, which uses these 
tracks. It was after midnight before 
both tracks were cleared. 


Conductor Near Death. 

Ralph Gasser, conductor on the Doug- 
las Park train, was sitting in the rear of 
the front coach and owes his life to the 
fact that he was flung face downward in 
the aisle and slid to the front door. The 
second coach tore its way through the 
car and stopped a few inches from where 
he lay. Half a dozen guards on both 
trains were cut by broken glass, but they, 
as well as Gasser, were able to goto their 
homes. 

Rose, who was taken to the Robert 
Burns hospital with a broken left arm, 
said the brakes failed to work. .

LONDON, Nov. 15.—Charies P. Trevel- 
yan, Liberal member fér York, in a 
epeech in the house of commons today. 
urged the formulation of terms of peace 
for the purpose of trying to obtain by 
negotiation instead of by bloodshed the 
restoration of Belgium and the settlement 
of European boundaries on lines of na- 
tionality. 

“Germany, said Mr. Trevelyan, “ to 
preserve her éxistence, can continue the 
war six years. Meanwhile what is going 
to happen to us and the rést of the world? 
A war of attrition means for us, as well 
as for Germany, utter and irretrievable 
ruin.” 

Bonar Law Condemns 

Andrew Bonar Law, minister for the 
colonies condemned Mr. Trevelyan’s 
speech as useless and mischtevous. 

“ There ie not another member of the 
| house,”’ he said, ‘‘ who believes for a mo- 
ment that Germany will free Belgium or 
restore Alsace to France until it is thor- 
oughly beaten, and the British govern- 
ment isasdetermined now as it was on the 
first day war was forced on us that it 
should continue until the: objects sought 
are attained.”

LONDON, Nov. 15.—Winston Spencer 
Churchill, who has been the most severe- 
ly criticized member of the g6évernment 
and who has been held responsible for the 
loss of Rear Admirai Sir Christopher Cra- 
dock’'s fleet in the Pacific, the destruction 
by submarines of the British cruisers 
Cressy, Hogue, and Aboukir, and the ill 
fated Antwerp expedition and the Initia- 
tion of the naval attack on the Darda- 
nelies, delivered a speech in his own de- 
fense in the house of commons today. 

““T won't have it said,’ was his dra- . © 
matic assertion, referring to the Darda- 
nelles attack, ‘“‘that this was a civilian 
pian.foisted by a political amateur upon 
reluctant officers and experts.” 

And this sums up his reply*to all his 
critics. In every case he showed that 
experts had counseled and concurred be- 
fore any of the expeditions which have 
been condemned were undertaken. 

Points Made by Speaker. 

Mr. Churchill did not seek to evade re- 
sponsibility for the orders he issued ag 
first lord of the admiralty, but he made 
these points: 

The “‘Antwerp blunder” was not 
his fault. Earl Kitchener and the 
French government agreed to send 
the troops there. That they were too 
late was not his fault. He had urged = 
the troops be sent sooner.

' From an article written by Joseph Jastrow in 
the Hdueational Review it appears that the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin still feels hurt that its aca- 
demic freedom hag been invaded by the legislature. 
The professors consider that the attacks on the 
university are wholly unwarranted. 

The gentlemen should not feel burt. For when

Probably the best way to begin is to tell 
a story abbreviated from a story of u vase 
related in the New York Medical Journal. . 
A woman two months pregnant began to 


complain of indigestion. Her urine was 


examined as @ matter of routine and was 
found practically normal. Her indigestion 
became worse. Within a week she had 
vomiting of pregnancy and three days 
later she was vomiting persistently. 

This was a much more severe condition 
ably the difference was in degree rather 
than in kind. The vomit wasacid,. The 
urine was egain examined. From the 
standpoint of albumin and casts, the or- 
dinary examination, the urine wes nege- 
tive, or nearly so. The urine contained 
acetone and diacetic acid in large quanti- 
ties. One4ifth of the nitrogen in the 
urine was there as ammonia. 

These examinations showed that the pa- 
tient had acidosis. She was given cooking 
eoda and fed on vegetables in the main and 
on oatmeal and other cereals. Modified 
starch formed the nucleus of the diet. 


Presently the urin alkaline and soon 
after it became so vomiting ceased. 
Diecetic acid and acetone are acid bodies 


which may be found in the human body 
under various circumstances, They are 
poisons. They are responsible for some of 
the severe symptome of betes, for the 
convulsions of Bright's disease, and for 
some of the symptoms present tn improp- 
erly fed babies. Although ammonia is an 
alkali, one of the milder symptoms of 
acidosis is an excess of ammonia in the 
urine. 

Vomiting of pregnancy may be the very 
earliest notice of that state. Asa symp- 
toro {t belongs to the first weeks of preg- 
nancy. It ceases to be of importance after 
the fourth month. The supposition is 
that when the uterus rises out of the pelvis 
the pressure on the neighboring organs in 
the narrow bony walled pelvis is lessened. 
The abdomen !s so roomy in comparison 
that the pressure is of little consequence. 

The theory is that vomiting of pregnan- 
cy is the result of pressure and that this 
pressure in some roundabout way in- 
duces the manufacture by the system of 
excessive amounts of acetone and diace- 
tic acid. Most of, these poisons are 
thrown off by the kidneys. Some are 
thrown off by the stomach, and this irri- 
tates that organ and causes vomiting.

FOR PROPER VENTILATION. 
Chicago, Nov. 11-—[To the Friend of the 
People. ]—There ts a live subject constant- 
ly discussed that we are all interested in, 
or should be—namely, to insure proper 


#entilation in our homes, offices, and fac- 


tories during the approaching cold sea 


gon. Please state if our board of health 


furnishes any advice and gives amy stand- 
ard rules as to the necessary amount of 
fresh air required per so many cubic feet 
of space and how results can best be ob- 
tained, or where reliable and cheap liter- 


ature on this subject can be best ob- 


tained. Frese Air FRIEND. 
As the three types of buildings mentioned 
form three different and separate problems it 
is dificult to answer the inquiry in the space 
available. The ventilation of the home is In 
itself a very broad subject and must be con- 
sidered in connection with the type of bulld- 
ing—whether brick, frame, etc., and with the 
method of heating employed. To obtain an 
adequate air supply ts the least difficult part 
of the problem. In the ventilation of the home 
the things to be chiefly considered are, pro- 
tecthe the air supply from dust and dirt and 
maintaining a @egree of humidity cormpatibie 
with health and comfort, The Chicago com- 
mission on ventilation will have this subject 
up for consideration at the next meeting afd 
it ts probable that the report can be published 
ant made availiable. 
While the ventilation of offices ts somewhat 
aimilar te that of homes, the problem ifs dif- 
ferent, in that the office location is liable to 
be {in a congested and consequently dust laden 
portion of the olty. A clean air supply and 
proper bumbidity is more @ifficult to obtain 
than in the outlying districta. It might be 
mentioned tn this regard that the use of win- 
dows ia restricted owing to the cold drafts 
producéd when thty are open, and also to the 
fact that the noise from the street and pos- 
sibly building operations in the vicinity pre- 
vent their general use. Factory ventilation 
is a subject that has been given considera- 
ble study and attention and the requirements 
as outlined in the Chicago building code ere 
reasonable and explicit. The cubic space re- 
quired, the amount of fresh air per person 
per hour as also the temperature and bu- 
midity requirements will be obtained from the 
ordinances mentioned. The health department 
has not up to the present time published any 
literature on this subject.

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| DISCHARGE OF BLACHLY 
BROKE LAW, RULES COURT. 


Mayor’s Civil Service Commission 
on Municipal Appointment. 


Judge Walker in the Circuit court yes- 
terday decided. that Ciarence D, Blachly 
Was illegally discharged from the posi- 
tion of superintendent of the city bureau 
of public welfare. This case was one of 
twelve “ flagrant violations of the law ” 
which the Civil Service Reform associa- 
tion charged against the city civil serv- 
ice comunisson. 

In arguing against Blachly’s reinstate- 
j ment Mayor Thompson's law department 
| raised a new contention that startled ad- 
| Vocates of merit rule who attended the 
hearing. Assistant Corporation Counsel 
John E. Foster cited authorities for the 
purpose of showing that the office in ques- 
tion and similar offices are exempt from 
civil service. 

If this contention should be sustained, 
according to members of the reform aSSo- | 
ciation, it would throw the door open for’ 
the introduction of the spoils syetem into 
all the higher positions in the city hail, 
leaving only the “jobs” under civil service. 

Mr. Foster also argued that Mr. Blach- 
ly was discharged within the six months 
probationary period and, furthermor>, 
that the position was never legally creat- 
ed. Judge Walker overruled all these 
| contentions. 

Mr. Blachly was removed from office on 
May 13, 1915 by order of Mayor Thomp- 
son. He was appointed from the civil 
service list Noy. 13, 1914. His lawyer, 
Francis X. Busch, argued that six months 
elapsed after his appointment and there- 
fore he could not be summarily removed. 
Mrs. Page Waller Eaton succeeded Mr. 
Biachly.

One of the axioms of quail shooting that 
has been handed down from generation 
to generation is to hold high on ali out- 
going, straightaway birds.

This is good e@vice as 
far es it goes, but applies only to birds 
below the level of the shooter’s eyes. 
Above this level, unless the bird is rising 
abruptly, hokding under will be neces- 
sary—drew this out on a sheet of paper 
if you don’t get it and you will see the 
reason.
